Wtih an excellent membership of 82 paid up members, and not- 
withstanding the adverse economic conditions, tfX®Board maintained | 


i's record for community service along, the lines it has followed for 
the past 13 or 14 years, . 

Extension of tree planting on a moderate seale, with better than 
5O0U new trees planted, was indulged in, and not the least appreciated 
of these activities is the work done at the Cemetery, under the guid- 
ing genius of Dr. B. E. Barlow. Of recent years, instead of an eye- 
sore. this sacred spot is now approaching that which it should be 
trom the standpoint of beauty. 

The “old swimming hgle” again provided a favorite spot for 
young and old. There are few indeed of the rising generation who 
cannot give a good account of themselves in the water. This was 
proved at the scout swimming tests when practically every boy in the 
troop was able to pass the severe tests insisted on to oualify for the 
“Scout Swimming Badge’. One look at the youngsters in mid- 
summer after the blisters have peeled off, gives one a realization of 
the health giving opportunities here provided. Financially the 
Roard broke even in this venture. ‘ 

On the first-of July, as it has always done. the.Board sponsored 
the usual Sports Day, Carnival and Dance, all of which were well 
attended and whith provided the Board with funds to carry on it’s 
cperations. | With the new facilities at hand it is felt that this day 
will grow bigger and better as the years go by.

PROTECTIVE FOODS 


Why do we eat foods? To appease 
our hunger of course, but the real 
veason is that food when properly di- 
vested furnishes us with the various 
mbstances necessary to keep the hody 
vorking at the highest efficiency. The 
body is very much like , machine, it 
reeds fuel, or energy to keep it going 
ind it also needs other material to 
réjfair and replace the wear and tear 
on it. 

In order to supply all the various 
substances necessary to keep the hu- 
man engine going and to replace the 
natural wear and tear, we should bulld 
1) Our meals around certain easily 
»btainable foods. Everyone should 
take a pint to a pint and a half of 
nilk a day (children at least one and 
yne-half pints) including the amount 
tsed in cooking, one egg, 
ablés besides potatoes, and some 
fresh fruit, Although this: sounds 
simple the readers may be surprised 
‘o find when looking back on what 
_@aten today, how far he came 
from this goal. 

Why has the reader not reached 
‘his goal? The most frequent fault 
is the™Bating of too much sugar. This

‘floes not necessarly mean sugar in 


its stralght form, but as usual in cook- 
‘ng, jams ,marmalades, preserved fruit 
tnd othe rfoods which contain a lot of 
sugar . Sugar is of value as a source 
of energy or heat, but it does not sup- 
ply any proteins, minerals, vitamins or 
fats. All these food substances are 
necessary for good health. See there- 
fore that you do not take too much 
sugar and thus crowd out some of the 
essential foods, 

A second most common fault is the 
consumption of too much starch in a 
»uritied form, such as is found. in 
white bread, cake, pastry and highly 
purified breakfast cereals. Again, one 
of the main values of these highly pur- 
‘fied ‘flours is to supply » energy or 
heat, and, these foods have a place in 
our dietary but q careful survey has 
shown (that we must guard against 
eating them in excess, :
